Because 
of a liking for Ricketts that bordered on the 
paternal, James J. Moulton, founder of the 
firm, had retired. He gave the management 
of the big art business over to his junior 
partner. All he asked in return was an in- 
come from the big business should his finan- 
clal circumstances in his old age demand it. 


He Couldn't Remember. 

The day's examination disclosed that Robb 
Ricketts apparently had not the slightest 
idea of what became of the $1,000,000 repre- 
sented by liabilities. He had given away 
paintings, pastels, and watercolors. He had 
traded for gold and mining stocks. He had 
furnished the private galleries of a number 
of well known Chicagoans. But he couldn't 
go into details. He said he was ill. He 
couldn't remember.

The day’s efforts to disclose alleged hidden 
assets revealed that $65,000 worth of oil 
paintings, water colors, and pastels were 
shipped out of the store since Feb. 28.

Puget Sound Accounting Due | 


to Washington Law, St. 
Paul President Says. 


TRIED TO FOLLOW RULES. 


Asserts When Discrepancies 
Were Cited Immediate Work 
to Reetify Them Began. 


A. J. Earling. president of the St. Paul 
railroad, and Burton Hanson, its general 
counsel, returned to Chicago during the 
afternoon, summoned the chief accountant 
and other officials, and went into a long con- 
ference. During the evening the following 
official statement was given out by Mr. 
Earling: 

Referring to the Washington dispatches 
in the afternoon papers concerning the ac- 
counts of the Puget Sound railway com- 
pany: 

In respect to the $100,000,000 overvalua- 
tion. This has reference solely to the amount 
of the capital stock of the Puget Sound com- 
pany. The original stock was $3,000,000. 

“When the construction of the railway 
was nearing completion, and the time had 
arrived for financing the property, it was 
determined to create a mortgage covering 
the entire property of the company in order 
to provide for funding its then indebtedness, 
and for the hecessary capital to complete 
the construction and equipment of the main 
line and branches, and to provide for future 
extensions. It was estimated that this would 
require approximately $200,000,000. Accord- 
ingly a mortgage was made by the company 
for an aggregate principal amount of $200,- 
000,000. 


To Meet Laws of Washington. 
“In order to have a mortgage for this 
amount it was necessary, under the laws of 
Washington, the state under which the Puget 
Scund company was incorporated, to have an 
issue of capital stock of $100,000,000, as the

Food Prices, According to 
Average Consumption, Set 
Mark for 24 Tears. 


DROP SINCE THAT DATE. 


Values Still Above a Year Ago; 
Department of Labor Pre- 
sents Figures. 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—Food prices 
in the United States, weighed according to 
average consumption in workingmen’s fam- 
ilies, reached the highest level in twenty-four 
years on Nov. 15, 1913. Since that date there 
hae been a slight decline in prices, though 
the average still is well above that of a-year 
ago. 

The department of labor today made public 
a report showing the retail prices of the prin- 
cipal articles of food as observed by the gov- 
ernment’s agents in forty of the most impor- 
tant industrial cities of the country. 


Advance in Prices Shown. 

For three of the articles—eggs, cornmeal, 
and milk—the highest price was reached in 
November. For the remaining twelve ar- 
ticles—eugar, butter, hena, our, sirloin 
steak, round steak, rib roast, bacon, ham, 
lard, pork chops, and potatoes—prices were 
below the maximum quoted earlier in the 
year. 

Comparison of retail prices in the whole 
country on Dec. 15, 1913, with those on the 
same date a year previous: Potatoes had 
advanced 43.7 per cent; fresh eggs, 21.9 per 
cent; pork chops, 16.8 per cent; round steak, 
18.1 per cent; rib roast, 10 per cent; sirloin 
steak, 8.9 per cent; ham, 7.9 per cent; hens, 6.7 
per cent; corn meal, 6.6 per cent; bacon, 4.5 
per cent; milk, 1.9 per cent; and lard, 0.7 per 
cent. Sugar, however, declined 8.6 per cent; 
butter, 2.9 per cent; and flour, 0.6 per cent.

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COULDN'T SLEEP NIGHTS. 


Might Have Explained Traps ‘and

Patrick Quinian, probably the one man who 

might have explained the mysteries . of 
Holmes castle at Sixty-third and Wallace 
streets, which was famous in the annals of 
Chicago crime, has killed himself on his 
farm near Portland, Mich., according to dis- 
patches. He told the doctor wilo attended 
him he had taken strychnine. 
Quinlan, whose trade was carpentry, wes 
employed by Herman W. Mudgett, then 
known as Dr. J. J. Holmes, to build the struc- 
ture later known as the castie. He became 
agent for the building after erecting it and 
was in Holmes’ employ until the latter was 
hanged for murder, 


Held as Possible Accomplice. 

As a possible accomplice in the five or six 
murders of which his employer was convicted 
he was held by the police during the search 
of the castle. 

Trap doors and false partitions were dis- 
covered and a number of wires which seemed 
to lead nowhere. Quinlar might have told 
the reason for. these, but he did not. Except 
for a number of bones not proved to be human 
which were found in the furnace at the castle 
there was no evidence that any of Holmes’ 
crimes were committed there. 

It was considered certain at the time that 
Quinlan had no hand in the death of Benja- 
min Pitzell, murdered by Holmes for his in- 
surance. 

Pitzel was killed in Philadelphia. H'sthres 
children were found murdered near Toronto. 
Canada. Their bodies were buried under ths 
kitchen of a house rented there hy Holmes.

He couldn't sleep was the reason given 
by relatives for Quinlan’s alen e. He bad | 

no worry over finances, 

Quinlan had been a taciturn man since his 
babyhood, when a fire which killed all of his 
family but him profoundly shocked him. His 
secretiveness was probably one of the rea- 
sons why Holmes employed him. | 


ASKS INQUIRY ON WIFE’S DEATH 


Laurence Simpson of Lexington, Ky., 
Husband of Former Chicago Woman 
Found Dead, Urges Action. 


Lexington, Ky., March 6.—La ce Simp- 
son, a wealthy stock raiser, addressed an 
open letter today to Circuit Judge Charles 
Kerr asking that a special grand jury be im- 
paneled at once to investigate the rumors cir- 
culated that Simpson is in some way respon- 
sible for the death of his wife, Mrs. Laura 
Wilder Simpson, here last week. 

Mrs. Simpson was a daughter of Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Wilder of Chicago and was found 
dead with a bullet wound in her head. She 
died without regaining consciousness. 

Simpson in his letter declared that the 
rumors are injurious to him and requests thet 
all facts in connection with the death of his 
wife be investigated. The coroner’s jury 
which investigated the case returned a non- 
committal verdict.

It is desirable to get the im- 
provement under way as econ as possible, 
because the present union passenger station 
is an obstacle to the city’s growth and the 
present freight stations are unequal to the 
demands upon them. 

Furthermore, the work to be carried out 
under these ordinances will furnish a de 
mand for labor, which is of particular impor- 
tance at this time. 

The aldermen should polish off the ordi- 
nances and pass them as soon as possible. 


A GOOD LAW. 

Certain employers in New York are 
now testing the constitutionality of a 
law recently passed in that state which 
forbids the employment of women in 
factories and mercantile establishments 
between the hours of 10 in the evening 
and 6 in the morning. It is contended 
that the women are willing to work 
nights and that industry demands it. 

The fight of the New York employers 
on the law will not meet with the ap- 
proval of the great bulk of American 
citizenship. ‘Night work is hard on men. 
It is harder on women. The sleep one 
gets during the day is not as refreshing 
as is the same amount of sleep ad night. 
Night work likewise destroys all chances 
for a social life. 

To require woman to work at night !s 
to exact too severe a sacrifice from her 
for which society will pay in the end. 
The undermining of the woman’s health 
is sure to result in generations of unfit, 
The peotertive law is good 2 and should stand. 


POLITICS AND ‘THE UNIVERSITY. 

The attempt to undermine the state uni- 
versity president will attract public atten- 
tion to the quarterly meeting of the board 
of trustees of the university to be held at 
Urbana on Tuesday, March 10. 

At that meeting the trustees should take 
action to describe clearly the functions and 
duties of the president, so that such que- 
tions as have been recently discussed will 
not come up again. They should pass a 
rule forbidding individual trustees from try- 
Ing to do board business as individuals, and 
making it clear that a loca) trustee is not a 
supervisor of the details of the president's 
office. 

The board should also put u quietus on 
political agitation and give the governor, 
who is a trustee, an opportunity to vote on 
i. resolution condemning any attempt to in- 
troduce politics into the state university 
management. If Gov. Dunne is astute he 
will introduce such.a resolution himself.

F all French clubs the oldest is the 
Union in Paris on the Boulevard de la 
Madeleine, which hes just elected the 
Duc de Broglie president in succes- 
sion to the late Duc de Rohan, who 

died a few weeks ago. The Union is now in 
its eighty-eighth year, having been founded 
in 1826 by the Duc de Gramont, and by sev- 
eral other royalist nobles, who during their 
twenty years of exile in England had learned 
to appreciate the value of the leading clubs 
in London. 

King Charles X., then on the throne and 
who had also resided in England during the 
years which intervened between the out- 
break of the revolution and the final down- 
fali of Napoleon, only gave with reluctance 
his consent to the Duc de Gramont to found 
the Union in Paris, declaring that, while 
clubs were not contrary to law, they would 
be the death of good society in France. 

Associated with the Duc de Gramont in the 
fommding of the Union were the great 
Prince de Talleyrand and the Ducde Mouchy, 
while its first president was the Duc de Mont- 
morency, who remained at its head until 
1856. 

It has always been the favorite club of 
the foreign ambassadors, though the minor 
fry of the diplomatic corpa have expericnced 
difficulty in obtaining admission, while even 
mere ministers plenipotentiary are looked 
upon askance. 

The Due de Montmorency was followed 
by the Duc de Rauxan, chief of the Chastel- 
lux family, and on his death the Prince de 
Montmorency-Luxemburg became president, 
followed in turn by the Duc de Riviere, the 
Duc de Noailles, and finally the late Duc de 
Rohan.

The new president, the Duc de Broglie, isa 
comparatively young man, being barely 38 
years of age. He is by taste and profession 
a sailor, having served in the navy, in which 
he attained the rank of commander until he 
retired on half pay on the occasion of his 
marriage to the daughter of the Baron de 
Rochetaillé. 

The name of Broglie possesses a special 


of the fact that one of its distinguished bear- 
ers, Prince Victor de Broglie, served through- 
out the American war for independence as 
principal lieutenant of General the Marquis 
de Lafayette. He was guillotined dy 
Robespierre in 1794. 

His son married the daughter of the cele- 
brated Mme. de Stakl, who played go notable 
a role in the early part of the nineteenth cen-

The ducal house of Broglie is of Piedmon- 
tese originy traces back its descent in an 
unbroken line to the twelfth century, and 
owes its French dukedom to the splendid 
military services of the celebrated comman- 


der and field marshal of France, Francois 


de Broglie, the date of the patent being Aug. 
20, 1742. 

A little later he received from the emperor 
of Germany the dignity of a prince of the 
holy Roman empire, and it is thanks to this 
that all the junior members of the family 
bear the title of prince. 

Few houses of the French nobility have 
played a more important role in the military 
annals of their country, and there are at 
least a dozen famous generals of that name 
who during the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries achieved distinction on the battle- 
field of Europe,

The present duke has no children, and the 
next heir to the family honors and estates 
is therefore his 2 year old brother, Prince 
Louis. He is unmarried, Following him 
there are his three uncics, brothers of the 
late duke, and their sons. 

The eldest of these uncles, and therefore 
second in the line of succession to the duke- 
dom, is Prince Amédée de Broglie, married 
to Marie Say, one of the heiresses c the 
great sugar refiner, Henri Say. He makes 
his home with her at the historic Chateau de 
Chaumont on the River Loire. It may be re- 
membered that Princesse Amédée's immense 
fortune, like that of her sister, the Vicom- 
tesse de Tredern, and of the American widow 
of her brother, the late Henri Say, was swal- 
lowed up a few years ago in the ruin of the 
president of the Say sugar refineries, who, 
unable to retrieve the ruin, due to incred- 
ibly foolish speculation and to downright 
dishonesty, committed suicide.

It is Prince Amédée’s son, Prince Robert, 
who had guch an extraordinary career in this 
country, and whose matrimonial difficulties 
have engaged the attention of the tribunals 
of several lands. 

His first marriage was with Madeleine 
Deslandes, daughter of the well known art 
collector, Baron Deslandes, a goddaughter 
of Princesse Mathilde Bonaparte, and di- 
voreed wife of Comte Napoleon Fleury. 

The marriage, which took place in England 
in the Church of St. Mary Magdalene at 
Brockley, near London, was an unhappy 
one; and, having been contracted in defiance 
of the protests of the prince’s parents, wag 
without validity in the eyes of French law. 

She took steps before q year was over to 
secure its dissolution in Engla and re- 
sumed her maiden name of Baroness Des- 
landes. 

Having a large fortune in her own right, she 
became a notable figure in Paris, her Pom- 
padour house in the Rue Christophe Colombe 
achieving renown as a literary center, 

She won fame both as an author and as 
an artist, under the peculiar name ot Ossit,”’ 
and among her most fervent admirers was 
the late Sir Edward Burne-Jones, Royal 
Academician, who painted an exquisite pic- 
ture of her as one of the muscs, holding in 
her hand a globe of teh crystal.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL AND THE 
WATER FRONT. 

Chicago, March 6.—I[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—On Feb. 20 THE TRIBUNE printed an 
editorial criticising the Illinois Central for 
not permitting its Chicago docks and water 
front property to be used for purposes con- 
nected with the receipt and forwarding of 
shipments by water. The editorial was based 
on evidence introduced at a hearing before 
the interstate commerce commission on 
Feb. 17 and 18 in what is known as the 5 
per cent case. A special representative of 
the commission had reported to that body 
that leases of property comprising a uti 
of the Illinois Central South Water stree 
terminal were so drawn as to prevent the use 
of the property for shipments received and 
forwarded by water. 

This company had no advice that the man- 
ner of using its Chicago water front prop- 
erty was being investigated nor were its 
officers informed that testimony in which 
it had any direct interest would be intro- 
duced at the hearing before Commissioner 
McChord. As soon as our attention was 
called to your editorial we at once arranged 
to secure a transcript of the proceedings 
before the commission, and on March 5 our 
vice president, Mr. F. B. Bowes, addressed 
a letter to the Hon. E. E. Clark, chairman 
of the commission, protesting against the 
statement made by the commission's attor- 
ney, and we have just received a telegram 
advising that Chairman Clark has instruet- 
ed that.our company be given an opportunity 
to appear before the commission and give 
testimony in the premises. 

When this hearing is had the proper offi- 
cers of this company will testify that it has 
mot required the execution of leases pro- 
hibiting lessees from engaging in water 
transportation; on the contrary, its property

President W. H. P. Faunce of Brown Maver 
sity presided at the afternoon session, In de- 
scribing College Tests to ‘Aid Vocational Di- 
rection Prof. James E Lough of New York 
university said: 

We are seeking to base vocational guidance 
on the ability of the student to apply his knowl- 
edge and on this to guide him in the selection 
of his vocation. The best tests are those which 
show individual differences. Colleges will re- 
quire on the faculty consulting psychologists 
who will advise with students in regard to 
mental capacity and ability and who will be 
able vo indicate vocations for which the student 
is most adapted.” 

Prof. James Tufts of Chicago university spoke 
on “The Teaching of Ethics in High Schools 
and Colleges for the Purpose of Social Train- 
ing.“ 

In the discussion following this address Prof. 
Tufts said that he did not believe that the re- 
ligious motive should be taught in public 
schools. 

He held the opinion that our public school 
system as devised was not intended to give re- 
ligious training any more than many other mo- 
tives which might be named. The church and 
its organization should care for religious intro- 
duction. 


“In the new appraisal,” President L. G. Weld 


of the Pullman Training school, Pullman, III., 


said at the afvernoon meeting, in pointing out 


changes taking place in the educational world, 
labor is getting such recognition as never 
before. The bricklayer is getting as much as 
the college instructor in mathematics, because 
his services are worth as much. The old forms 
of education are giving way to the useful, prac- 


cal, and efficient.”

Morgen. “WHEN GHOST MEETS 
GHOST" (Henry Holt & Co.), his latest 
story, tells itself. with jest and sigh, quip and 
tear, in 850 pages, and is chiefly about two 
old, old ladies—80, if they were a day—who, 
having been bern twins, were separated by 
untoward chance and the deviltry of a most 
devilish man, and were only united at the age 
mentioned above, and as a result of the ex- 
ertions of some very likable young folk, 
with whom it is an honor to have become ac- 
puginted. 

Just how De Morgan succeeds in making it 
a matter of such moment that these two old 
souls on the verge ‘of the grave should rec- 
ognize each other and tell to each other the 
long story of their kaleidoscopic lives, is a 
secret.

‘pany of New York. Maj. Lynch is 
peculiarity well fitted to write authoritative- 
ly of southern reconstruction. During this 
pivotal period he served three terms in oon- 
gress from Mississippi, a state in which the 
colored citizen attained his highest political 
eminence. Subsequently he was fourth audi- 
tor of the treasury at Washington and is now 
a retired major of the regular United States 
army, and for forty years has been recog- 
nized and accepted as southern political lead- 
er of national fame and reputation. 
, > 
This book .is perhaps, the most important 
contribution which has been made by any 
writer during recent years to the political lit- 
erature of the reconstruction era. Only in 
two states of the south does the colored 
population exeeed that of the white—South | 
Carolina and Mississippi. As the colored 
citizen acquired the greatest political dis- 
tinction in Mississippi the actual facts of the 
colored citizen's part in government in this 
state during reeonstruction times ought to 
give the key to the understanding of the 
whole southern political situation. The book 
has a vital bearing upon the most urgent and 
preasing political problems of the south and 
the nation. Its chief mereits lie in its inti- 
mate familiarity with the general and inside 
history of the country, and especially Mis- 
sissippi and the south, during the past forty 
odd years, Written in a lucid and conserva- 
tive style, it contains a wealth of facts, which 
if read and understood by the country, would 
do much to adjust the present abnormal bo- 
litical situation in the south and to correct 
many of the ¢ and erroneous opinions ac- 
cepted throughout the nation concerning the 
negro. 
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In an interesting, instructive, and illumi- 
nating manner, Facts of Reconstruction“ 
not only answers the questions: Were the 
southern reconstructed’ state governments 
a failyre?

The most wonder- 
ful of all was the climax game in Merry 
England, and the honor shown America and 
its athletes by 30,000 persons headed by King 
George himself,

branch of the athletic family known as base- 
ball players—are bad sailors and proved it 
by cornering all the nausea there was to be 
cornered and keeping it for themselves on 
the Atlantic voyage. Seasickness, however, 
is a great trainer; and the athletes are 
in wonderful trim if the looks of the healthy 
tourists are any criterion. 

President Comiskey did not look likea well 
man when he landed, although he tried to 
“reassure his friends he was in good health. 
His sickness in Rome shows its effect and his 
general health was not as robust as when he 
started the tour.
